UHINA ANSWERS 
RED ULTIMATUM 
INPEAGEFUL TONE 


Nationalists, However, 

Demand Release of All 
Prisoners Now Held in 
Manchuria. 


Nanking, China, July 16.—()—-The 
nationalist government at midnight, 
just within the three days alloted by 
soviet Russia, replied to the» latter’s 
demands in the Chinese Eastern rail- 
ways of Manchuria dispute. 

The Chinese made two demands, al- 
though emphasizing they were not 
counter-demands to those of the Rus- 
sian note. The first was that the 
soviet should release all Chinese im- 
prisoned in Russia, which were esti- 
mated in an earlier official statement 
at 1,000. The second that the soviet 
government adequately protect Chi- 
nese nationals in Russia from aggres- 
sion and repression. 

Chinese Envoy on Way. 

Moscow was informed that a Chi- 
nese plenipotentiary was leaving Nan- 
king for the capital to discuss all 
pending matters between the govern- 
ments. At the same time it was learn- 
ed tonight that 15,000 Manchurian 
troops have been mobilized in the past 
two days to reinforce patrols on the 


border, mainly at Manchuli. 
The plea was made that the action 
of the Chinese government in dis- 
missing Russian officials on the rail- 
way and taking over various conces- 
sions was justified because soviet 
railroad officials had met carried out 
faithfully the terms of the 1924 agree- 
ment providing for joint operation, 
The note termed it unfortunate that

Chinese territory spreading commun- 
ist propaganda so as to endanger the 
Chinese government and its social sys- 
tem had bren discovered.

Warnings that oil companies oper- 


‘ating in Georgia would bring legal 


proceedings to test the constitutional- 
ity of gasoline tax laws if the Geor- 
gia legislature does not provide that 
all money collected in gasoline taxes 
be used for highway purposes were 
delivered at a session of the house 
ways and means committee Tuesday 
afternoon. Wiley L. Moore, president 
of the Wofford Oil Company of Geor- 
gia, and Robert Hodgson, of the 
Standard Oil Company, stated their 
opposition to any plan which called 
for the diversion of gas tax money 
to purposes other than highways. 

It later was pointed out by lead- 
ers in both houses of the-legislature 
that a portion of the present 4-cent. 
tax on gasoline is already used fon 
other than highway purposes and 
that, unless this condition is rem- 
edied it is probable that a suit to 
test the constitutionality of the law 
will be filed, regardless of any fur- 
ther diversion from the present, or 


an increased, gasoline tax the legis- 
lature mav enact. 


Allocation of Tax. 


Of the present 4-cent tax only 
21-2 cents goes to the state high- 
way department. One-half cent goes 
to the school equalization fund. One 
cent is divided among the counties and, 
while it was intended when the law 
was passed that this should be used 
on county roads, in many counties 
the money is used for general county 
expenses, such as salaries, etc. 

The present legjslature is proposing 
to increase the gasoline tax to 6 cents, 
a composite bill to this effect having 
been reported favorably by the ways 
and means committee of the house 
at a session Tuesday night. This biil 
provides for diversion of one-half cent 
to the school equalization fund and 
one cent to the counties, as at pres- 
ent. the balance of four and a half 
cents going to the highway board. 

Blow toe Pay-As-You-Go.

Athens, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)— 
Hizhway bonds as a simple business 
proposition in which liceuse tag fees 
and gasoline tax were used to con- 
atruct roads on an eminently success- 
ful basis, were discussed today before 
the institute of public affairs by 
Charles Ross, assistant attorney-gen- 
“eral of North Carolina and general 
counsel for that state's highway com- 
mission. 

“We like to think of our highways 
us a business proposition,” he  de- 
clared. “We think of the fees from 
license tage and gas as so much toll 
to be used to retire the bonds, This 
system has been made possible with- 
out a penny of property tax. One of 
the greatest factors contriputing to its 
success has been the contralized com 
mission which has had full author- 
ity to regulate the program. 

“In 1921 we took the big plunge. 
A state system touching every one 
of the 1900 county seats and all othe 
principal towns in the state and con- 
sisting -of approximately 6,Q00 miles 
of highways was outlined. A com- 
Mission composed of ten men-——the 
chairman and nine distmect commis- 
sioners—-w1is provided for to be named 
by the governor. This commission was 
vested with the broadest discretionary 
powers of any governmental agency 
ever created in North Covolipa. 

“It was authorized, without righc 
of appenl to any tribunal, to select 
the most practical existing roads 
which in .ts judgment would _ best 
carry out the scheme of connecting 
the county seats and principal towns 
according to the diagram accompany- 
ing the act, the only restriction be- 
ing that it must not disconnect ang 
oo: the county seats or principal tow ns, 
and was then authorized to make suc’) 
changes or alterations as it might 
deem necessary in the roads taken 
over, The counties were immediately 
relieved of all responsibility for the 
maintenance of these 6,000 miles of 
roads, 

Action Prompt. 
“In 90 days after the adjournmen:

The revenue the first year was 
828,649.18. The original bond issue 
has been increased to a total of $115,- 
000,000. The number plates have beea 


raised to $12.50 and up, and gas tax 
to 4 cents a gallon. 

“These two sources of revenue pro- 
duced the past year a little more than 
$17,000,000. This is apparently about 
$1,500,000 less than previous year, 
but in reality it is about $2,000,000 
more than the previous year, due to 
the fact that two years ago the les- 
islature changed the date of issuing 
number plates from July 1 to Jan- 
uary 1 and there was therefore re- 
flected in the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1928, 18 months’ licenses for num- 
ber plates. 

“The development of this great sys- 
tem of transportation, so vitally af- 
fecting the economic, educational, re- 
ligions, and social life of our people 
without one dollar of property tax— 
in fact without any cost at all to the 
people, for the service rendered has 
been more than a just return to the 
users of the roads who have paid the 
toll—this, our state's greatest eco- 
nomie achievement in all its history, 
has been due to the fact that in a sort 
of spirit of rashness and abandonment 
in 1921 we tore from our temples the 
shiboleths of “local self-government” 
and “pay-as-you-go,” and realized that 
we are a state with a state's powers 
and responsibilities.” 

Anderson Favors Bonds.

One of the big kickers against a 
bond issue represents Atkinson coun- 
iy. He says 90 per cent of his con- 
stituents want him to kick against 
bonds. 

Is that because last year his coun- 
ty, one of the 15 in the ninth ton- 
struction district, got more of the 
gasoline tax money allotted to the 
counties than any other except Glynn, 
Ware and Wayne? 

And of all the 161 counties in the 
state only 53 got more of that money 
than Atkinsoh county; 107 of the 
counties got less than Atkinson. Those 
facts are very explanatory of the rea- 
sons for the kick from that county, 
perhaps. 

It is a_ well-known ‘fact, demon- 
strated by the motor vehicle regis- 
trations and by the gasoline and li- 
cense collections, that 21 counties 
pay more for road building purposes 
than the 140 other counties -com- 
bined. 

And yet those 140 counties largely 
make up the opposition to bonds 
which would benefit them more than 
the 21 counties already well provided 
with roads.

Macon, Ga., July 16.—(4)—Jewel- 
ers are facing two big problems now, 
R. C. Schneider, of Atlanta, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Retail Jewelers’ 
Association, told the delegates to that 
organization, here today, at the open- 
ing of their tenth annual convention. 

He said these were the diamond 
duty problem and the competition of 
department stores, specialty shops 
and drug stores. 

“Nationally the problem of dia- 
mond duty, as it now stands,” he said, 
“invites the smuggling of diamonds to 
the almost complete demoralization of 
this important branch of the jewelry 
industry. Locally, the jeweler is con- 
fronted with the keenest of competi- 
tion from drug stores, specialty shops, 
department stores and the like—a 
competition Which, little by little, is 
taking away the exclusive trade which 
we used to enjoy.

Klein didn’t waste any time -fre- 
porting when he was informed he had 
been sold to the PhiNies.

A little Roan stallion eight years old, 
thrown into the racing junk heap 
three years ago because he was re- 
garded as a hopeless cripple, came 
back to life today to capture the 
000 American pacing derby, richest 
event of the grand circuit season.

Stock Market Undaunted by 
12 Per Cent Call Money Rate, 
Continues Advance Under 
Strong Bul Movement; Easier 
Credit Conditions Doubtful. 


New York, July 16.—There was a 
mixed opening of the stock market. 
Some rails and public utilities were 
strong, Consolidated Gas,. Kansas City 
Southern, Pennsylvania, making new 
highs. Elsewhere there was selling of 
ta'x that the federal reserve was get- 
ting ready to again swing the big clab 
to check the use of reserve credit in 
excessive, stock speculation. 

Selling of stocks was checked 
around noon on the news that a spe- 


cial meeting of directors of the steel 


corporation had been called for to- 
day immediately after the close of the 
stock market with the executive and 
finance committee meeting earlier in 
the day. On rumors that the 
purpose of the meeting was to con- 
sider payment of an extra dividend. 
Steel common. climbed rapidly on 
heavy buying to a new high for all 
time at 205 1-4 before the selling be- 
came bettér than the buying. 


As soon as Steel common began to 
run into stock after making its new 
high wild trading started in amuse- 
ment shares. In this group there was 
talk of a gigantic merger. Every 
amusement stock listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange has one or more 
pools operating on the long side, 

Call money opened at 12 per *cent, 
throwing a damper on the resumed 
bull stock market. The high rate at- 
tracted funds from outside. Time 
money also was higher 7 3-4 to 8 be- 
ing asked for all periods but with the 
demand light. With well over 90 per 
cent of all the money being used to 
finance the stock market now coming 
from call loans, the time money mar- 
ket does not attract as much atten- 
tion as formerly. 


Oil Prices Cut, 

A cut of from 25 to 35 cents a bar- 
rel in Pennsylvania crude oil started 
rumors that a cut was coming in the 
price of Mid-Continent Crude. Until 
recent years “ll other crude oils fol- 
lowed the lead of Pennsylvania. Penn- 
sylvania crude is not as important 
now as Mid-Continent crude. 

July wheat opened at $1.37 3-8 a 
bushel against last night’s closing of 
$1 3 7-8 and then dropped to $1.31. 
This was not surprising in view of 
the recent sustained sensational ad- 
vance. Crop news from both Canada 
and the wheat belt in this country 
was again unfavorable, which in the 
long run will help the newly-created 
farm board to do its work. 

Listings on the new stock exchange 
for June foot up $1,861,000,000. This 
compares with the monthly high of 
$1,942,000,000 made in May. How- 
ever, there is a new high for the first 
six months of the year, the total be- 
ing $8,021,000,000. This is larger than 
the total 12 months for 1928 and for 
any previous year and compares with 
$3.068,000,000 for the first half of 
1928. Of the June listings stocks ac- 
count for $1,557,000,000 and bonds 
only $304,000,000. United Gas Im- 
provement listed 20,324,000 shares of 
preferred and 508,000 shares common, 
with the first transactions in these 
shares representing market value of 
$1,022,000,000. There were other larg 
public utility listings. 

Wall Street hears that the Fisher

Auburn Shoots Up. 

Auburn Motor shot up another 38 
points early today to a new high of 
405. This small company, it is under- 
stood, has more orders on its books 
than can be filled this year. Wall 
Street hears that it will report $35 a 
share earned for its’ stock, with $50 
a share actually earned. A splitup in 
the stock is expected. 

Pennsylvania is paying the same 
dividend as New York Central. The 
last named pays $8 on stock having a 
par value of $100, while Pennsylvania 
$4 on stock -hhaving a par value of 
$50.° To sell as high as New York 
Central, Penusylvania must get up 
around 118. 

Trading in’ stocks listed on the 
Curb market has grown so active that 
the volume in now as large as it 
was on the New York stock exchange 
until the big bull stock market got 
under way and consequently the price 
of seats on the curb market has had 
a sensational advance, one changing 
hands today at a new high record of 
$200,000. ‘This is an advance of $10,- 
QOO over the high made last March 
at $190,000. 
a decline to $165,000 a month ago. 
That was the low of $56,000. 

Easy Money In Plenty. 

When the big bull stock market got 
under way on the stock exchange in 
1924 on unprecedented abundance of 
easy money seats on the curb sold at 
$4,000. When the. upward price 
movement for stocks started in 1921 
following the war and post-war defla- 
tion period curb market seats sold 
at $3,750. Compared with the 192 
low the present price represents an 
increase of over 35, per cent. The 
average wide awake curb broker can 
now make his seat earn at least $50,- 
OOO a year in commissions. 

The basis for the activity in the 
utility companies 
manufacturing companies 
and copper companies is found in a 
chart prepared by the National Elec- 
tric Light Association showing that 
the potential business insight in com- 
plete electrifieation of homes = and 
firms in this country calls for an out- 
lay of $5,000,000,000.

More than three dozen issues were 
once more sent to new high prices, 
and the Associated Press index of 20 
leading utility stocks rose 5.7 points 
to a record level, Bullish attentions 
quickly returned to the utilities, when 
the rails, for whieh the utility issues 
were neglected late last. week, began 
to slip in realizing. 

Operations for the advance were 
pursued in the face of rather obscure 
credit conditions. The rapid upturn 
during June was helped by predic- 
tions of stable money after the turn 
of the half-year, but with call loans 
of 12 per cent, higher than at any 
time during June, and time money 1-4 
of 1 per cent higher this week at 
7 3-4 per cent, “comfortable money 
conditions are still far from realiza- 
tion. In a few weeks the credit de- 
mands of the erop-moving season will 
be felt, and unless the federal reserve 
acts to relieve the situation no real 
easy money seems in prospect.

UPIUM SMUGGLERS 
MAY BE RETURNED 


San Francisco, July 16.—(4)—The 
Examiner today saia that because. of 
technicalities which might prevent 
the forcible return of Mr. and: Mrs. 
Ying Kao and Suen Foon to China 
to face charges of opium smuggling, 
the prominent Chinatown residents 
had persuaded the trio to sign agree- 
ments waiving any legal rights they 
may have to remain in this country. 

Kao, former- Chinese viee consul 
and his wife, together with Suen 
Koon were arrested recently after a 
large consignment of opium had been 
found in trunks brought here from 
China by Mrs. Kao. All protested 
their innoes*ce, and Mrs, Kao de- 
clared she had been made the dupe 
of an opium smuggling ring. 

W. Anching Kung, Chinese consul 
ceneral in San Francisco, announced 
last night he had received word that 
United States Attorney-General 
Mitchell had approved the suggestion 
that federal charges against the trio 
here be dropped to clear the way for 
their return to the Orient. Chinese 
otficials in this country were said to 
have urgently requested that’ the 
three be returned to their native land 
foe prosecution so the nationalist 
government might ‘“‘make an example” 
of them. 

The Examiner said that since Mr. 
and Mrs. Kao entered this country 
in the status of diplomats there was 
some question as to whether this gov- 
ernment could legally force them to 
return to China. It declared, how- 
ever, that they remained subject to 
the will of the Chinese government. 
In the case of Suen Foon, who was 
chancellor of the Chinese consulate 
here, Thomas J. Riordan, his attor- 
ney, declared that since Suen entered 
this country legally in 1913 as a stu- 
Gent, the nationalist government had 
10 power to force him to leave Amer- 
ica even though it discharged him 
from the consular service.
